Stingers advance to Dunsmore Cup 


Concordia running back Jean-Michel Paquette rushed for 209 yards and scored a touchdown 
to help the unranked Stingers knock off the No. 6-ranked Laval Rouge et Or in a QIFC semifinal 
game before 10,000 fans in Quebec City last Saturday. 

The 29-21 win gives Concordia a berth in the Dunsmore Cup, the Quebec university champi- 
onship, versus the McGill Redmen at Molson Stadium on Saturday, Nov. 9. Kickoff is 1 p.m. 

Paquette, a fourth-year Administration major, had a career game with 209 yards rushing. "It 
felt good," he said afterwards. "It's my first playoff win in four years." 

Now Paquette turns his considerable talents toward the McGill Redmen and the Dunsmore 
Cup. He averages 159 all-purpose yards a game. During the regular season, he was the Stingers’ 
leading rusher with 316 yards on 56 carries and two touchdowns. He was the leading receiver with 
26 receptions for 366 yards and two TDs. 

He is also the top return man in the QIFC and was named to the conference all-star team as 
a return specialist last week. He returned 29 punts for 294 yards and eight kickoffs for 327 yards. 

"We're really confident," Paquette said. "We believe in ourselves, in our team. If we play the 
way we know we can, we should be able to win." 

Paquette, along with linebacker Mickey Donovan, will be key parts of the Stingers’ playoff 
drive. Donovan had 13 tackles in the Laval match, which is six more than any other defensive player 
in the game. During the regular season, he led the QIFC in defensive stats with 64 tackles in just six 
games. 

"We need some big plays and we need the momentum," said Donovan. "We definitely need 
crowd support. When we have our fans behind us, we always do well."
